Some weeks since His Excellency the Gover- 
nor informed the public, through the President of 
the Municipal Coundil, that he would not submit 
to the Legislature ;any school Lill at present, 
but would select.a board to assist him in distri- 
buting the money yoted for educational purposes. 
Who may compose that. board, or upon what 
principle His’ Excellency will make the selection, 
we think matters comparatively little, since the 
public place every confidence in the Qovernor’$ 
Own judgment in thejmatter of a liberal and fair 
distribution of the mpney wherever it may be 

- really required. A more important, indeed we 
may say vital aspect pf the question presents it)| 
self for otr consideration at this stage than the 
mere constitation of @ board, or even the amount) 
of money to be expended. ‘The alf-important in}! 
quiry in‘laying the fonndation of a system of! 
state support to schodls in this colony is ; What 

> principle is to be adopted in distribuiing the edu- 
cation grant? Is it to,be given’ solely to non, 
sectarian schools, of to sectarian’?. or princi-

‘eially, acquiested in and adopted the Irish and 
Upper Canada systems as at first established ; 
) but after years of harmonious and most profit- 
able co-operation with persons of other different 
religious persuasions, some exceptional privilege 
was pleaded for, and, to stop agitation, was fook 
ishly granted, Then, after an interval of quiet- 
ness on the part of the Roman Catholics, and of 
dissatisfaction on the part of Protestants because 
| of the one-sided privilege, comes another demand ; 
| and as agitation procured the first, and the fate 
of some ministry bangs on a few votes, it is 
| again resorted to ; principle is sacrificed at the 
shrine of political power, and a pledge is given 
that the whole influence of the Gorernment will 
be exerted to secure the coveted boon.

| enough to enable us to steer our course clear of 
the quicksands and rocks upon which otherg are

jestly trust His Excellency will accept public opiu- 
| ion by acting strictly on the non-sectarian plan, 


give equal rights and privileges ‘to all without 
respect to sect or party, and on no account grant 
| exceptional or peculiar privileges to any., This 
may not please everyone ; no Government could 
hope to accomplish such a feat ; but we believe 
there are among all denominations a reasonable, 
liberal majority, who wil] cordially conéur in 
this, not because they inay consider it the best 
in theory, but the best for all practical putposes. 
We are convinced that if fairly tried, and adliered 
to, it will prove the cheapest, most efficient and 
inost workable system which, iv our cireumsten- 





pally to the former and partly tothe latter? If 
His Excellency be, gulded in this, as iu other 
matters, by public opinion, there can,bé no room 
for difficulty or doubt, On two great questions, 
somewhat clostly allied, public,opinion, in vari- 
ous Ways an.+on numerous occasions, las given 
forth no uncertain or divided sound—we mean 
the principles of state churches and ‘sectarian 
schools. These have} been condeinned as unsuit- 
ed to the circamstances of this colony with un- 
exempled unanimity, and the most unequivocal 
explicitness. No state church, but a fair field 
for all. No indirect support of sects by Govern- 
ment grants to their schools, but equal rights 
‘and equal privileges for every child of every re- 
ligious denomination, | As we are in a colony in 
connection with and under the Government of a 
Christian natign, the reasonable proviso is re- 
quired that the system should be established on 
a religious or Christian, thoygh non-sectarian, 
basis. There cannot surely be any insurmount- 
able difficulty on that point. ‘We are very much 
inclined to think, however, that the great ado 
made-by some in the matter of religious inggruc- 
tion at daily or common schools savors far too 
much of clap-trap, and |that the duties of parents 
and churches are altogether ignored. We send 
our children to school to learn certain definite 
subjects, but it by no means follows ‘that what 
we mean by the term ¢ducation includes all that 
we look for from the hands of a school\ teacher 
during five or six bourg out of the twenty-four 
of week days. ° If parents aud charches abrogate 
“their functions and proye recreant to the solemn 
trust committed to them to educate in their Own 
splicres those consigned to their care, that is ho 
reason why’ the state and the schoolmaster should 
assume the responsibility, and go out out of their 
way to supply the deficiency. _We have no mis- 
givings as to our fairly) reoresenting public opin- 
ion when we say that very great dissatisfaction 
would result from giving any portion of: public 
money to the support |of sectarian schools—or 
schools under the control, jand conducted in the 
interests of any religious / denomination. Our 
own course as an exponent of public opiaion on 
this question has been ¢lear and consistent ; and 
instead of having heard or seen anything ‘to lead 
us to modify our opinion, educational movements 


colonies during the past few years, have invari- 
ably tended in the one direction of causing us to 
adhere more closely and adyocate more strenu- 
ously than ever the suitableness and importance 
of a strict non-sectarian system from the very | 
commencement. We occupy a very advantage- 
ous position in dealing with this question, We 
have no vested rights to contend with, nor ‘im- 
munities of privileged classes, hoary with age, 
to conciliate or overturn. We can see the results 
and the working of different systems -in) other 
countries ; and while we cannot point with un- 
mixed satisfaction to the present position of the 
education question in Treland or Canada, where 
the non-sectarian system has been in operation, 
and has ‘proved to be of incalculable advantage, 
yet the events which are transpiring at this mo- 
ment in both these countries teach us a inost 
salutary lesson, and declare unmistakably that if 
the system is not in all respects what its friends 
claim for it, it is solely owing to the fact that 
there have been departtres from its fundamentay | 
principle. Our Roman Catholic friends, | espe- | 
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ces, we could possibly adopt, Bat ‘we tay be 
told that it is not possible for us to agree upon 
the details of any such system, and as we ¢annot 
agree, we must fall back upon the other alterna- 
tive of state support to denothinational schouls. 
Now, we do not believe that it is impossible to 
agree or legislate upon a desirable non-sectarian 
system, At any rate we have not tried it yet. 
But even suppose that we cannot agree upon 
some such plan as all denominations accepted in 
Ireland or Upper Canada, or at present exists 
in some of the American States, we feel assured 
that the proper remedy for us is not the alterna- 
tive referred to. If a united, national system 
cannot be agreed upon by the majority, in which 
the rights of conscience will be respected, the 
intelligence and morality of the pupils promoted, 
and public money used to the best and most gen- 
eral advantage of the population as a whole, there 
is another alteroative which, to our thinking, is 
far preferable to denominational state schouls, 
with their unseemly, incessant scrambling after 
public money, and with their questionable expe- 
dients as to who can dive deepest into the colo 
nial treasury ; besides their convulsive effurts to 
keep up a dozen or half a dezen different schools, 
as so many opposing factions, when one would 
amply suffice, and would confer far more substav- 
tial benefits with its staff of first-class -teachers 
than the half-dozen, with their ill-paid, half star- 
ved and indifferently qualified teachers, Of two 
evils it is the part of wisdom to choose the least . 
and in this case, in our peculiar circumstances of 
fractional admixture so far as religions beliefs are 
concerned, the least evil would be no Government 
educational grants whatever, that is, if we real- 
ly cannot have a non-sectariay national sysiem 
forall. Lighten taxation bythe amount of school 
grants, and let parents and guardians provide for 
the education of their children as they do tbeir 
food and clothing, and/ distinctive religious in- 
struction. If we are driven to adopt such a 
course, doubtless it/has many, very many disad- 
vantages ; but it Avould be an advantage of no 
small magnitade to have one little bone of con- 
tention swept completely from the arena of party 
or sectarian politics. Governor and people could 
find quite enongh to occupy ‘their attention and 
tax their energics.to the utmost, without a semi- 
annual or annual faction fight over the apportion- 
ment of ‘school grants ; or having conditions of 
elections whittled down to the small point of a 
candidate’s willingness and power to do battle 
for an increased graut to same particularly noisy 
and persevering denomination.

Caio, April 29.—A steamboat calamity unparalicled 
in the history of navigation occurred on the morning of 
27th, by the bursting of the boiler of steamer Suliana, 8 
miles aboye Memphis. Two thousand three hundred 
people were on board, only 788 of whom have been 
found alive. One thousand nine hundred of the passen- 
gers were paroled soldiers on their way home from re- 
bel prison at Andersonyille. The accident oceurred 
when all were asleep, except the officer of the boat. 
The first mate thinks there was some infernal machine 
put in the coal, as the boat was running yery steadily, 
with little steam on. He describes the sc¢ne as terrible 
in the extreme. He was standing in the pilot-house 
and was blown into the river, where there were strug- 
gling a living mass of humanity ; some with limbs bro- 
ken, some scalded all over; amidst whith scene the 
wreck tovk fire; the light of which cast aighastly glare 
all around. No suecor was at hand; only the best 
swimmers, aided by fragments of the wre¢k, could hope 
to be saved, There were 15 women on board, but 2 of 
whom were Saved. Sonie of the people floated down 
as far as Memphis, this being the first intelligence of 
the disaster which reached that city.) The str. Boston 
on the way down, arrived at the scene three quarters 
of an hour afterwards. Among the soldiers on board 
were 36 commissioned officers. The, troops belonged 
principally to Indiana and Illinois. In 20 minutes af- 
ter the explosion, the whole boat was a sheet of flame. 
A dense mass of people, estimated at 500, took refuge 
on board of the boat, while the flames were driven aft 
by the wind. The boat soon turned stern down stream, 
reversing the direction of the flames, when the entire 
mass rushed together, many being entirely roasted while 
clinging to the boat, The wreck floated down 5 miles 
before sirkking.. Gen. Wasbburn bas ordered a com- 
mission to investigate this terrible disaster.

SECOND DISPATCH. 

New Yorx, May Ist.—It is ascertained that Jeff. Da- 
vis and party have not more than three hundred thou- 
sand in specie with them, Grant is reported to have 
suid that when he informed Sherman of disapproval of 
the terms. he had forwarded to. Washington ‘the latter 
frankly admitted he had. made a mistake in not having 
put in writing that slavery was dead ; but it was in the 
understanding between'them as to permitting the rebel 
legislature to assemble. That was because he had just 
learned the Virginia legislature was permitted to assem- 
ble by authority of the President, and, in absence of 
instructions he interpreted the President's desire to be 
that rebels’ State Government should be retained for 
preserving order and to avoid military force in those 
States, as well as to do away with irritation likely to 
grow olt of military government, As to amnesty it 
was onl¥ to cover officers and soldiers. 

The Herald's Washington special says, Grant return- 
ed in ex¢ellent spirits.) (Much gratification is felt at the 
prompt execution of ofders of Government in referente 
to agreement between Sherman and Johnstou. He met 
Sherman 20 miles from front, who received the disap- 
proval with commendation and good grace. There was 
no hesitation, no murmuring, nor any expression of dis- 
satisfaction at disapproval of the terms.

To the Editor of the British Columbian. 

Sir,—As one who has a considerable interest in the 
prosperity and welfare in this our adopted country, | 
consider myself justified in exposing acts of the present 
Government,-which I think are wrong and damaging to 
the interest of every man who has made this colony his 
home. 

J wish particularly to refer to the public works at 
present under construction. The road from here to 
Yale, a distance of ninety-five miles, is being carri¢d on 
by hired labour by the Government. The early: set- 
tlers of 58 and ’59 are well posted how such works 
were carried on in those early days. I will not enter 
into details on this old question, a8 most of your read- 
ers know the outs arid ins of 58 and ’59. He who in 
those early days held a certain position holds a similar 
one at this present time; and when we look at the acts 
of the past, what can we expect from the present? I 
learn that two good and tried men have made applica- 
tion to be enroled on the list of applicants, but jwere 
told, “I know you not,” although only one or two 
were then engaged. 

Here we have got men of first-class experience, trug, 
good, tried and honest—men who have planted their 
stake in the colony, and in fact made it what it is—de- 
barred from the public works of the colony, and men 
who are merely adventurers are placed in positions to 
carry on public works qnd fill many other important 
situations—many such situations being made so as to 
find piace for a friend. Are those the class of men that 
Governor Seymour speaks of in his reply to the Victo- 
ria-miners,’petition? No. With respect to the debt of 
the colony he says: ‘‘ The best security'would be ina 
resident population, and it is but reasonable thatithose 

who hate made this colony their home, at whatever 
risk, should have the largest share of the profits of its 
commercial transactions.” Instead of encouraging this 
resident population they never could use a better wea- 
pon to drive themrout than the system at present car- 
ried on. It cannot be on the grpund of economy that 
| the Government.is adopting this policy, for it is a well 
known fact that it will cost the Government $2 to $! 
that it would costa private individual,. But, to give 
satisfaction to all, and to retain your settlers, give all 
your public works out to public competition.—Yonrs,
